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REISSUE DECLARATION, continued from page 1 

The error upon which Applicants are relying to support 
the Reissue Application is that of claiming less than they 
had the right to claim in the above identified Patent 
5,967,264 ("the x 264 patent"). 

Applicants failed to appreciate the full scope of the 
invention. Applicants also believe that they are entitled to 
additional claims of greater scope. 

For example, Applicants failed to appreciate that they 
could claim a method as in new claim 39 including detecting 
a weight increase resulting from placement of one or more 
items in the post-scan area of the self-service checkout 
terminal, determining if the weight increase corresponds to 
an expected weight of a previously entered item or to a 
previously detected and recorded weight decrease, and if the 
weight increase does not correspond to the previously 
detected and recorded weight decrease, communicating an 
instructional message instructing a user to remove the item 
or items from the post-scan area and to enter the item or 
items for purchase. 
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
